Report of the Council. 


I. v conformity with the Rules of the Society, the Council have now 
to submit to the members their Forty-fourth Annual Report on the 
financial and general condition of the Institute, and its progress dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

MEMBERS.—In several previous reports the Council have 
drawn attention to the slow growth of the membership. With the 
view of making a change in this respect, a circular has been prepared 
and distributed, in which the aims and objects of the Institute and 
its claims to public support are fully set forth. It is satisfactory to 
state that this action has led to a considerable influx of new mem¬ 
bers, the elections during the year numbering 48. On the other 
hand, fourteen names have been removed from the roll—four from 
death, eight from resignation, and two from non-payment of sub¬ 
scriptions for more than two consecutive years. The total number 
of members on the roll at the present time is 235, of whom 12 are 
life members, and 223 annual subscribers. Among the members 
removed by death, the Council regret to mention the names of Mr. 

J. Kirker, who for several years served as a member of the Council, 
and who was always an active and liberal supporter of the Institute; 
of Mr. W. Gorrie, who acted as Auditor from 1893 to the close of 
1910; and of Mr. D. L. Murdoch and Mr. T. Ching, both members 
of old standing. It is hoped that the increase in the number of 
members will be maintained during the coming year, and will con¬ 
tinue to keep pace with the advancing prosperity of the city. 

FINANCE.—Full particulars respecting the financial position 
of the Institute will be found in the Balance Sheet appended to this 
Report. The total revenue of the Working Account, including the 
balance in hand at the commencement of the year, has been £1,273 
5s. lOd. This is slightly more than £100 in excess of the income for 
the previous year, which was £1,170 11s. Examining the separate 
items, it will be seen that the Museum Endowment has yielded in 
rents and interest on investments the sum of £527 12s. 3d., against 
£424 15s. 2d. for 1910-1911, the difference being mainly due to the 
increased receipts from certain mining leases at Waikanae. The 
revenue from the invested funds of the Costley Bequest has been 
£392 7s. 6d., as against £402 18s. 8d. for the previous year. The 
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increase in the number of members has naturally led to a corres¬ 
ponding advance in the amount received for annual subscriptions, 
which stand at £208 19s., against £191 2s. for 1910-1911. The total 
expenditure has been £1,197 14s., leaving a cash balance of £219 13s. 
8d. in the Bank of New Zealand. Some impending payments will 
largely reduce this amount during the next few weeks. The special 
fund subscribed by the citizens of Auckland for the purchase of 
historic Maori carvings and other objects will be alluded to in 
another portion of the Report. The Council have no changes to 
report respecting the invested funds of the Institute, the total 
amount of which (£16,368 14s. 3d.) is the same as that announced 
last year. 

MEETINGS.—In last year’s Report it was stated that it had 
been found necessary to engage St. Andrew’s Hall, Symonds Street, 
for holding the meetings of the Institute. This arrangement has 
been continued during the year, and on the whole has proved satis¬ 
factory, both from the point of view of the suitability of the hall 
and the attendance of members and others. At the same time, the 
Council are still of opinion that it is much to be regretted that the 
meetings cannot be held within the Institute’s own buildings, and 
they trust that this end may be achieved at no very distant date. In

Most of the above papers have been forwarded to Wellington for 
insertion in the forthcoming volume of Transactions. Volume 43 
of the Transactions, containing the papers contributed by the vari¬ 
ous incorporated Societies during the session of 1910, has been 
issued during the year and distributed among the members. In 
this place attention may also be drawn to the publication by the 
Board of Governors of the Institute of a classified index to Volumes 
1-40 of the Transactions. Copies of this can be obtained at a mod¬ 
erate price on application to the Secretary. Those members who 
have frequent occasion to use the Transactions will find the index 
to be a most useful publication. 

MUSEUM.—With the exception of the ten days devoted to 
the usual annual cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum has 
been open to the public daily throughout the year. The hours of 
admission have been the same as in many previous years—from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on week days, and from 2 to 5 p.m. on Sundays. 
The attendance of visitors continues to be satisfactory. The register 
kept by the attendant on Sundays shows that 17,397 visitors entered 
the Museum on that day, being an average of 334 for each Sunday. 
The greatest attendance was 506 on April 16, and the smallest 84 
on November 12. On the seven chief holidays of the year the total 
attendance was 3,552, being an average of 507 for each day. On 
ordinary week days the visitors can only be occasionally counted, but 
the daily average is believed to be not less than 190, which would 
make a total of 58,140. Adding to this number the figures for 
Sundays and holidays, we have 79,089 as the total number of visi¬ 
tors for the year. This shows an increase of 3,705 on the figures 
for the previous year, which were estimated at 75,384. 

The year has been one of considerable activity in the Museum, 
and the progress made must be regarded as satisfactory. Numerous 
additions have been made to the collections, as will be seen from the 
appended lists, and several of them are of more than ordinary im¬ 
portance. Those selected for exhibition have been carefully and 
artistically mounted bv Mr. Griffin, and have added much to the 
attractiveness of the institution. Few people are aware of the 
amount of patient care and labour required for the mounting of 
Museum specimens, or of the extent and varied character of such 
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work. It may be interesting to state that during the year Mr. 
Griffin has mounted 4 mammals and 5G birds, 26 fishes, 21 lizards 
and other reptilia, and 18 Crustacea. In addition to the above, a 
considerable number of skins have been prepared as cabinet speci¬ 
mens, alcoholic specimens have been mounted in jars, some skeletons 
prepared, mounted specimens of old date have been cleaned and 
renovated, and several casts have been taken in gelatine or plaster, 
while many specimens have been mounted for exhibition in the 
Maori Hall. 


The most noteworthy additions to the zoological department of 
the Museum are as follows:—A series of 103 bird skins from the 
Kermadee Islands purchased from Mr. Iloy Bell. This includes 
representatives of almost the whole of the numerous petrels and 
other oceanic birds which frequent the Kermadee Group, and must 
be regarded as a very important addition to the Museum. A 
small collection of bird skins from the Chatham Islands has also 
been purchased from Mr. Dannefaerd, containing several species (as, 
for instance, Spheneaeus rufescens) now almost, if not altogether, 
extinct. Special mention should be made of a fine specimen of a 
male ostrich in full plumage, presented by the Helvetia Ostrich 
Company. Thanks are due to Mr. Hallvburton Johnstone for his 
kindness in specially collecting several New Zealand birds required 
to fill up blanks in the collections or to replace worn-out examples. 
Finally. Mr. Pickering has placed the Museum under many obliga¬ 
tions by presenting a magnificent specimen of the Tweive-wired 
Bird of Paradise, one of the finest species of the family. 

In the geological and mineralogical department the only addi¬ 
tion of importance is an extensive series of specimens illustrating 
the geology of the Waihi-Tairua subdivision, Cape Colville Penin¬ 
sula, very kindly presented bv the Geological Survey Department, 
per Mr. Colin Fraser. Owing to want oLcase room and want of 
space, it has not been possible to exhibit this collection. 

Turning to the Ethnographical portion of the Museum, men¬ 
tion should be made of the figure-head of H.M.s. “Virago,” pre¬ 
sented by the Admiralty through the kind efforts of Archdeacon 
Walsh. The large and beautiful collection of Japanese articles 
deposited nearly two years ago by Mr. H. S. Hadley, and described 
in last year’s report, has proved to be a most popular exhibit, and 
has attracted great numbers of visitors. Under the head of the 
Maori collections the thanks of the Institute are due to Mr. G. 
Graham for a historic greenstone pendant dating back to the times 
of the Waiohua, the former inhabitants of the Auckland Isthmus, 
also for a greenstone knife or saw used for cutting up human fiesh, 
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and for several other articles of interest. Mr. Graham has been a 
regular contributor to the Museum- for several years, and the Coun¬ 
cil have pleasure in drawing attention to his efforts to extend the 
.Maori collections. Interesting contributions have also been received 
from Mr. Hallyburton Johnstone, Mr. Yaile, Mr. J. Macmillan, Mr. 
Curtis, Mr. Condron, and others. 

The chief addition to the Maori collections, however, and to the 
Museum generally, consists of a series of ancient historic carvings 
from the East Cape District, purchased for the Museum only a few 
weeks ago. Full particulars of the carvings, which are probably 
unequalled in the Dominion, have already appeared in the daily 
papers, so that all that need be stated here is that they were portions 
of a pataka, or storehouse, erected at Te Kaha, near the East Cape, 
about the year 1780. In 1814 they were secreted in a cave in order 
to save them from a raid of the Xgapuhi Maoris, led by the well- 
known chief Morenga. There they remained until 1900, when they 
were purchased from the Maoris by Mr. Spencer, of Auckland, from 
whom the Museum has now acquired them. As they were carved 
long before the introduction of iron tools, and long before the style 
of Maori carving had become modified through intercourse with 
Europeans, and as they are remarkably good examples of the best 
period of Maori workmanship, their value from an ethnographical 
point of view is very great, and the Council consider that the 
Museum is to be congratulated on their acquisition. 

The price asked for the carvings was £425, a sum altogether 
beyond the means of the Museum, which possesses no fund that can 
be drawn upon for the purpose of additions. As the only means of 
effecting the purchase, it was therefore decided to make a public 
appeal for assistance to the citizens of Auckland. In doing this, it 
was decided to ask for a sufficient amount to cover not only the cost 
of the carvings, but also that of obtaining and preparing a large 
group of flightless birds, including a restoration of a Moa and a 
skeleton of one of the larger species, a mounted specimen and the 
skeleton of an Ostrich, an Emu, and a Cassowary, etc. As the cost 
of these, together with that of a plate-glass showcase, will certainly 
reach £250, it was decided to apply for a total sum of £700. The 
response to the invitation has been most generous, and, although not 
much more than a month has elapsed since the appeal was made, a 
sum of £681 has already been subscribed. The Council have much 
pleasure in tendering their most grateful thanks for the liberal and 
sympathetic assistance that has been so freely rendered. A full, list 
of the donors will be found in the appendix. 
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LIBRARY.—The Mackechnie Library Bequest has yielded its 
usual income of slightly more than £100, which, in compliance with 
the conditions of the bequest, has been expended in the purchase of 
books. Two consignments, numbering nearly 100 volumes, have 
been obtained from London, and funds are now available for the 
purchase of another instalment. A sum of £75 from the general 
funds of the Institute has been applied to the purchase of the serial 
publications regularly subscribed to, and in binding. Under this 
last head 92 volumes have been added to the Library during the 
year. The usual exchanges and presentations have been received 
from foreign Societies, together with some donations from private 
individuals. 


As the numerous additions made to the Library of late years 
had absorbed the whole of the shelf room, a new Press, capable of 
accommodating 800 volumes, has been erected. But it is impossible 
to disguise the fact that the capacity of the room is now taxed almost 
to the utmost, and that in a very few years the question of library 
accommodation will become a serious and pressing matter. 

A full list of all additions to the Library will be found in the 
appendix, and holders of the Library catalogue will shortly be sup¬ 
plied with printed slips giving the titles of the books added since 
the completion of the catalogue. 


ENLARGEMENT OF THE BUILDINGS.—As guardians of 
the Museum and of the scientific library of the Institute, the Council 
cannot conclude this Report without calling attention to some of the 
drawbacks and deficiencies which will impede the future develop¬ 
ment of the Museum and Library unless additional accommodation 
can be provided, or, in other words, an enlargement of the buildings 
obtained. It is perhaps not generally known that in order to pro¬ 
vide room for new acquisitions large numbers of specimens are 
being withdrawn from exhibition and packed away. The collection 
of New Zealand food-fishes now being formed, which is not only a 
very beautiful collection, but also one of considerable economic 
importance, has only been exhibited by packing away hundreds of 
rocks and minerals, no doubt to the disadvantage of students of 
geology and mineralogy. In a similar manner, the superb Japanese 
collection deposited by Mr. Dadley could onlv be fittingly shown by 
the temporary withdrawal of other ethnographical specimens, doubt¬ 
less not possessing the same interest as the Dadley collection, but 
still well worthy of permanent exhibition. It should aLo be fully 
understood that in every department improvements of note cannot 
be made until more room is available. Room is required for the 
projected cases intended to show the habits and mode of life of cer- 
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tain New Zealand birds; room is wanted to accommodate a collection 
of New Zealand invertebrata, of which at present there is no ade¬ 
quate exhibited series. Boom is also needed for the preparation of 
a collection of New Zealand fossils, and for some representation, 
through casts and models, of the extinct forms of life. Boom is 
urgently needed for the enlargement of the Polynesian collections, 
if only from the point of view of affording means of comparison 
with the handiwork of the Maori race. Lastly, it would not be dif¬ 
ficult to show how the appearance and usefulness of the Maori Col¬ 
lection could be greatly enhanced if room were available for its 
proper extension and display. 

Granted the necessity of enlargement, the question of funds at 
once arises. To this it should be replied that such funds ought to 
be drawn from the public revenue, the course which has always been 
followed in the southern portion of the Dominion. The contem¬ 
plated Dominion Museum, shortly to be erected in Wellington, the 
first portion of which is to cost between £10,000 and £15,000, is to 
be built entirely at the cost of the Government. The Christchurch 
Museum, the greater part of which dates from Provincial Council 
days, is said to have cost considerably over £20,000, all provided for 
from the public purse. In Otago, the Dunedin Museum was erected 
at a first cost of £12,500, also drawn from public funds. 

In Auckland the total amount of the contributions made by 
the Government is considerably below £4,000. Without in any 
way objecting to the Southern expenditure, the Council main¬ 
tain that the amount so far expended on the Auckland Museum is 
entirely disproportionate, and should be rectified as soon as possible. 
They commend the facts quoted above to the earnest consideration 
of all those who deal with public affairs in Auckland, and they 
trust that the just claims of the Museum will receive that attention 
which they undoubtedly deserve.
